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o Chee Tor, Dovedale. Chee Tor rises abruptly from 
e the southern side of Chee Dale, a six hours’ walk from 
o Buxton. It is an immense limestone crag, abundantly clad 
- with foliage about its knees, and its head crowned with 
green branches. The Wye sweeps by under the shadow 
of this fine Tor, and here well provides entertainment for 
brothers of the angle. 
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
